•warrant charging criminal libel 
against Hopkins today. 


The "startling 
developments 


came two days after President 
Roosevelt 
directed 
Hopkins 
to 


i"S8sume entire control' of the ad- 
intnistration of 
federal 
govern- 
ment's $8,000,000 a month relieif 
0»ill in Ohio. 


"Come to Ohio if you dare and 
'show that you are a me or turn 
and run like a coward and con- 
fess your contemptible character,' 
Davey said in concluding a 700- 
word telegram to Hopkins, 


Returning to Columbus, Davey 
requested a joint session of both 
houses-.of the general assembly at 
8:30 p. m. J. Freer Bittinger^ 
speaker of the 
house, said he 


would arrange the session. 
"I wish to appear at that time 


to address the two houses in 
Joint session in order that Ohio 
and the nation may know the 
truth," the governor said. 


The warrant for criminal libel 
was sworn out in the municipal 
court at Newark, O., at 9 a. m. 
Telegram- Made .Public. 


A few minutes later Governor 
Davey made public his bristling 
telegram to Hopkins. 
It follows in part: 
"I realize that you cannot be 
'•stradiited for this offense but I 
challenge you to come to Ohio, 


jBUbmit ,/to arrest, and try this 
-case-in open, court. If you fail or 
refuse to do so, you will be guilty 
of the lowest form of cowardice 
by hitting below the belt and run"- 
ning. 'You have done me a grave 
and unforgivable 
wrong and if 


you have any of the instincts of 
manhood 
you will permit 
this 
wrong to be righted. 


"Please remember 
that I am 
•till in business and that my rep-, 
utation for integrity before the 
American people is priceless in 
connection with this business from 
which my living is made.

Hastings asked if the maiorlty 
of people in the United States 
were in favor of NRA in its pres- 
ent form. 


"It's 
a political question, Wil- 
liams replied with a smile, "but 
I think the answer is 'yes'." 


"You find great segments of the 


people that want it changed in 
this respect or that, but out of it 
all_is a high common divisor that 
represents an NRA supported hv 
a great majority of the people." 


Williams testified before a ca- 


pacity throng attracted by word 
that Clarence Darrow, arch critic 
of NRA, would testify. 


Chairman Harrison, announced, 


however, Darrow's appearance had 
been postponed because of 
the 


absence of Senator McCarran (D- 
Nev) one of the authors of the 
inquiry. 


Wijliams also termed a "rotten

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GERMAN CABINET 
ORDERS COMPULSORY 


MILITM TRAINING 


PEACE ARMY PLACED AT 
480,000 MEN; HITLER SAYS 
VERSAILLES TREATY DEAD 


.BERLIN, Mar, 16.—W— 
The German cabinet in se- 
cret session today decreed 
compulsory military train- 
ing in the reich and Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler declared Ger- 
many is released from fur- 
ther obligations .under the 
Versailles treaty. 


..--.The cabinet decreed that the 
German peace army of the future 
will consist of 12 army corps of 
three divisions each, totaling 36 
divisions, totaling an estimated 
480,000 men. 


(The treaty of Versailles allows 
Germany a total of 100,000 men). 
x In a flaming denunciation of 
the armaments policies • of other 
nations, Hitler appealed directly 
to the people of Germany, saying 
the reich is compelled to take her 
own military fate in hand. 
He had rushed 
back 
from 
Berchtesgaden and issued the ap- 
peal in Berlin, emphasizing that 
failure of other nations to live up 
to the reductions of armaments 
called for in the Versailles pact 
releases Germany 
from 
treaty 
obligations. 
He emphasized that Germany is 
animated solely by peaceful inten- 
tions but that re-armament is es- 
sential to safeguard the reich's 
territorial integrity and to com- 
mand international respect as a 
co-guarantor of European peace. 


While one estimate placed the 
number of men in Germany'sjiew 
army at 480,000, another source 
' in the propaganda ministry said 
the number would be only 325,000 
for the present. 
Army Figures Uncertain. 
A spokesman for the Reichswehr 


ministry later said it was impos- 
sible to give the figure of Ger- 
many's future army at present. 
While first 
official and semi- 
official estimates of its probable 
Size ranged from 325,000 to 480,000, 
the Reichswehr 'official said "the 


, figure is uncertain and will be 
.fixed- in a coming law." 
1 
In his appeal to the nation, Hit- 
ler said: 
"When Germany laid down her 
arms and submitted to humiliat- 
ing conditions in 1918, she hoped 
to serve humanity. 
"Nowhere was the idea of the 
League of Nations more welcomed 
aa a substitute for war than here. 


."Only because Germany expect- 
ed that general International dis- 
armament would follow in the 
wake of Germany's disarmament 
was she willing to destroy her vast 
military equipment. 


"No real pacification followed, 
yet Germany fulfilled all the inter- 
allied conditions." 
War Equipment Destroyed. 
Here followed an eaact enumer- 


ation of everything in the way 
of war equipment destroyed by 
Germany ' in consequence of the 
conditions of the Versailles treaty. 


"Germany had the right to de- 
mand that the others disarm," 
continued the Reichsfuehrer, "for 
first Germany was disarmed; sec- 
ond the Versailles treaty obligated 
the others to disarm; third the 


- pacificistlc - democratic 
machine 
'then in control in Germany cor- 
responded to the Ideals of 
the 


~t*g\iK. The other side, however, 
Tsregarded our pleas." 
After berating the other na- 
tions for increasing their arma- 
ments Hitler said: 


"The 
world resounded 
again 


with cries of war. In the midst 
lof 
highly-armed 
nations, Ger- 


many stood in a vacuum, mili- 
tarily speaking." 


Hitler then recalled how Ger- 
many was willing 
at 
various 


times to enter discussion of .Pa- 
cific plans. "For instance," h« 
said, "we thought the MacDonald 
plan was acceptable as a basis. 
This, as well as other plans was 
defeated by other nations. 


Equality Promised. 


"The equality promised us in 


December, 1932, was also rendered 
illusory. The new 
government, 


therefore found itself unable to 
continue in the league and in the 
disarmament conference, but even 
after our withdrawal from Ge- 
neva we were ready to entertain 
every reasonable plan, such as 
converting the reicbawehr into a 
short enlistment body. 


"Our proposals of 1933-34 were 
practical but they, as well as 
plans proposed by England and 
Italy, came to nought because of 
unwillingness to comply with the 
Versailles treaty. 
y"Under these 
condition^ Ger- 
" many had to take the necessary 


measures to put an end to her 
defenselessness." 


German newspapers hailed the 


declaration as "recovery of Ger- 


. many's honor." 
"This is the German nation's 
great day," said the Nazi party's

Germany's reported action in es- 
tablishing 
compulsory 
military 
training, an apparent open^viola- 
tion of the treaty of Versailles 
follows by six days the reich's ac- 
tion in public announcing her pos- 
session of an air force, also for- 
bidden her by the treaty.

LONDON, March

many has not only wrecked the 
Versailles treaty but has openly 
announced her intention of estab- 
lishing German military superior- 
ity in Europe by Hitler's decision 
to introduce general conscription, 
an official British spokesman said 
today. 


Despite the reticence of Berlin

United States reached in 1921.

WHERE NECESSARY 


AUSTIN, March 16.—W 


—Governor James V. All- 
red today appealed to "law 
abiding citizens of Texas" 
to "back me up and to de- 
mand that their local offi- 
cers stop wholesale flaunt- 
ing of the law." 


'Neither Adjutant General Carl 


Nesbitt nor myself have any de- 
sire to send Rangers into any 
community," the governor said, 
"but it is our duty to do so 
when local officers fail or refuse 
to enforce the law." 


Allred's statement 
was issued 


in connection with raids on popu- 
lar drinking and gambling resorts 
in Austin, Galveston and Hous.- 
ton the past 36 hours. 


He said that he and Nesbitt 


mapped out plans for the raids 
and '"divided up" the 
Rangers 


early this week. He added they 
.did not know the federal gov- 
ernment was intending to start 
a drive against crime at the same 
time. 
"In my campaign for govern- 


or," Allred said, "I called atten- 
tion to tho fact that it was pri- 
marily the duty of local officers 
to enforce the law that if they 
failed to do so, the constitution 
required the governor to 'cause 
the laws to be enforced.' 
Does Not Release Local Officers 


"The fact that 
the 
Rangers 


have started a simultaneous drive 
with federal authorities to rid this 
state of crime does not release 
local officers from their duties. 
Adjutant General Nesbit has in- 
structed the Rangers to gather 
evidence in each community as 
to the reasons for the failure of 
local officers to enforce the law. 
The statutes provide that any of- 
ficer willfully failing or refusing 
to discharge his duties may be 
removed from office by the at- 
torney general. 
"It Is not enough for local of- 


ficers to say that petty juries 
will not convict for violations of 
the gambling or liquor laws. Per- 
sonally, I cannot conceive of any 
jury acquitting operators of some 
of the wholesale gambling houses 
the Rangers have uncovered. One 
way to stop open saloons and 
gambling houses is for local offi- 
cers to follow the example of the 
Rangers by 
seizing 
gambling 


paraphernalia 
and 
liquor 
and 


causing to be destroyed as pro- 
vided by law. The criminal ele- 
ment in this state cannot stand 
this loss of profit. 
"Therefore the thing to do is 


to make it unprofitable, even from 
a business standpoint, for them 
to operate." 
Nothing: Sporadic. 


At the governors' office, it was 


stated authoritatively there was 
nothing sporadic about the rang- 
ers activities, but that if local of- 
ficers did not close saloons and 
open (rambling joints the rangers 
were determined to do so. 
It was pointed out that the drive 
to enforce the anti-gambling, an- 
ti-liquor laws actually started In 
the state capital a month ago 
when rangers obtained 
informa- 
tion leading to the closing of a 
bookie shop. Last Thursday ran- 
gers arrested an alleged bookie 
agent who was reported to be tak- 
ing bets in the capitol, and Thurs- 
day night a bar adjoining a night 
club in Austin was raided and 
liquor seized.

general approval of the project 
and submitted proposed legislation 
to be placed before the Texas leg- 
islature to create a public corpor- 
ation. 
Ickes referred his visitors to Ed- 
ward H. Foley of the PWA legal 
division. 
Charles M. Hay, 
St. 


Louis citv councillor, also con- 
ferred with Anderson and Gainea. 


Anderson said the State of Tex- 
as had options on sufficient gas 
supplies to assure early construc- 
tion of the pipe lines If the PWA 
approved and wanted to make 
sure the state authority would be 
accepted as legal when 
Texas 


made Its formal application 
for 
the loan. 
Make Every Step Certain. 


"We are making sure of every 
step as we go along." he said.

When considcralion of submis- 
sion was stopped temporarily a
